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“Academic” Discussion 
On Rogers Brook 


The Selectmen spent a few 
minutes Tuesday night discussing, 
Rogers Brook, but agreed that it 
was only an ‘‘academic’’ discus- 
sion at best. 

As they once again reviewed 
the cost estimates, and the money 
available through local and state 
agencies, the members couldn't 
offer any specific program for the 
future. 

Noting that the state auditor is 
supposedly reviewing the state 
Division of Waterways books, with 
the intent of finding out whether 
funds have been encumbered for 
various projects, it was decided 
to forego further discussion. The 
auditor is due to complete his 
work about Sept. 11, according to 
Selectman William Stewart, and 
this should give the town a chance 
to find out where it stands 
financially. 

According to reports last week, 
the state agency has promised to 
provide a lot more money than 
now appears to be available. At 
least, the acting director of the 
agency commented that ‘‘*no one 
knows’? where the money is, or if 
it is available at all. He agreed, 
however, that the state can 
provide $175,000 of matching 
funds at any time. 

At the meeting Tuesday night, 
Selectman Stewart felt that the 
town should see what can be done 
with the lesser amount - and 
Town Manager Thomas E. Duff 
recommended that the money be 
obtained from the state. 

There has been a local move- 
ment to have the brook cleaned 
out, without resorting to the useof 
state funds. Duff said he believes 
it would be wrong to turn the 
town’s back on the town=state 
relationship at this time, because 
some funds have already been 
spent on preparations for the 
project, by both the state and the 
town. 

In his report, Duff also fore= 
cast additional problems for 
Rogers Brook, as various develop~ 
ments are built, and add drainage. 

Selectman Stewart wanted to 
know why the developers could not 
be held responsible for whatever 
extra problems their work causes 
- and it was agreed that the town 
counsel should be asked about the 
legality of requiring developers 
to provide off-site facilities, or 
pay for part of the cost of the 
facilities.
